Dear Tony, 


Decency, integrity and a family name are far more important 
than ambition to seek political office, in your case a 
Second one. Why you have chosen to attack me, my family and

Your attempt to bring disgrace on my family through a widely 
distributed paid political advertisement in the Italian
